I When it comes to fishing, that is where Flori¬ 
da can stand up and tell of the best, both fresh 
and salt water, to be found* anywhere in the 
entire United States. In every section of the 
[ State the black bass is more or less abundant 
in the many lakes and streams and while the 
I supply is not so bountiful as in the past, in cum- 
parison with that of most other States, it would 
be considered abundant. In -addition to the bass 
I are the bream, crap pie and catfish for the pole 
I and line fisherman. 

I Tarpon, sailfish, barracuda, sea bass, macker- 
el, amber jack* snook and many other saltwater 
[ species are to be found in our salt waters. 

And the best part of it all is that these sports 
l can he enjoyed the year round, There is* of 

■ course* a closed season on game from, the mid' 
die of February to November 20th, and in a 

! few counties a closed season on fresh water 
| fishing in the spring; but there is not a month 
l or a day in the year that some of these outdoor 
I sports may not be indulged in. 

I Florida is indeed fortunate and can well be 
I proud of these valuable natural resources. They 
I are a source of food and recreation for both 

■ residents and visitors and by attracting to our 
State many visitor, a source of large income. 

These resources should be wisely utilized, and 
it should be remembered that the supply is not 
► inexhaustible and that only by the proper pro- 
teethm can it be expected to be maintained and 
increased Each succeeding year will see greater 
demands made upon this resource and greater 
efforts must be made for its conservation. 


In a recent U. S. bulletin it was brought out 
that cats and dogs running at large during the 
nesting and breeding season destroy more of 
out bird life than our “out*of season*' game 
hunters, permitting only about 50 per cent of 
the young game crop to reach maturity. It is 
claimed that stray or abandoned half'wild house 
cats are one of the greatest menaces to bird 
life in or near communities as they live to a 
; great extaent on birds.

PERCENTAGE LEASES CONTINUED 


The intimate association between the land¬ 
lord and tenant, in which the former assumes 
the bulk of the risk, entitles him to a sufficient 
check up or protection in the nature of audits 
or other agreed upon safeguards, whereby the 
interests of both parties will be adequately pro- 
iccicd. Excessive profit ratios on the part of the 
mo chant naturally would interfere with sales 
volume Lo the landlord’s detriment. 

Fast selling merchandise with a small mark¬ 
up would this pay an average rate, while a re¬ 
freshment stand with its fast selling, high profit 
hut low sales unit would pay a maximum rate. 
Likewise the Jeweler with exceptionally high 
ar^up* low- turnover, but rather large unit sale 
auld also be assessed the minimum rate. 

One of the largest single instances coming 
under this new arrangement is the % lease of 
the former Siegel Cooper Stores bldg., in Chi¬ 
cago by Sears, Roebuck Co., who obtained 
this vast store bldg., on the flat rate of 134% 
of net sales. The Lie ter Estate, lessors, fur- 
ther agreeing to spend several hundred thou- 
sand dollars in making improvements for the 
new tenant. 

A candy chain offered to pay 10% which was 
refused by the landlord who insisted on $5,000. 
per annum instead. The candy store did a good 
business and the landlord lost some $40,000.00, 
annually owing to his refusal of the % lease. 
The rate % usually remains the same in good 
[or bad times as the sales make the adjustment.
